The engine had no headlight lit. Tho safety 
light at tbo switch was burning and tbe en- 
gineer kept on. Tho switch was turned and 
tho locomotive ran off tho track and pluEgse] 
into tho bank. Three cars wero telescoped 
and totally wrecked.

considerably damaged ; the other three did 
not leave tho track.

ments, v?ns put forward by the democrats 
when tho colored people began to disperse. 
Thfiy w«rA piiranofi KJ tiiQ democratic mob 
with arms, and effectually stampeded. They 
wore hunted like partridges, but tho object 
was apparently not to murder but intimidate 
them so they would abandon their dctcrisi- 
nation to register and vote. 
They wero 


pursued two milon, when, reaching their 
guns, thoy fired on tho whites. Two homed 
of tho whites woro wounded.

was wounded and several wero nrrcflted and 
lodged in Port Gibson jail.

seed alone n trial to do RO this fall, and so 
if a bettor stand of grass cannot bo obtaiue 
in that way than by tho old doubling-u 
By stem. When grass and grain nro sown tc 
gother both must necessarily suffer more o 
loss from crowding , if hot for lack o 
ntcifiturc, and, as the grass is tho weaker; f 
is injured most, tho result being a foebl 
growth not worth gathering for hay, o 
littlo value for pasture until tho second year 
But if tha grass seed is BOWU alouu hi ear! 
autumn, or about the time of sowing wiuto 
grain, it will generally grow sufficiently ran 
to yield a fair orop of hay tho following sea 
eon, and will not bo half so liable to bo do 
strayed by droughts, 


Tho system of sowing grass seed alon 


may not answer equally well in all local 
ties and soils, but it ^is being practised b 
our best farmers, some of whom have ox 
pressed to us surprise nt their own stupid.it 
at so loug practising tho old system. W 
havo tested both systems time nnd again 
and invariably tho grass seed sown nlon 
was far tho best; heuco tho above sugges 
tions to those who may havo failed to get 
good stand in thoir fields tho present sea 
son. There )fl,howover.this disadvantage i 
sowing grass seed alone, that one plowiu 
and harrowing dcTes not answer for two crop 
as when it is put in with grain.

A study of nature, as BUG is exhibited in 


the iloral world, is ono Which comes within 
tho reacb of nearly alt, ami under the most 
adverse circumstances, often, do wo BOO it 
practiced, cultivating plants in the window, 
growing them, it may bo, in an oyster shell, 
a blacking box, or an old broken cup or jug, 
Various means nro employed to have- plants 
grow, and considerable labor bestowed upon 
thorn to have them thrive, and wonderful it 
is to seo the success sometimes gained by 
those who set their minds in tho proper di- 
rection, 
A love for house plants is ono of 


the most ennobling affections 
which can 


•Sntcr a household, and pleasing it is to think 
of tho great increase throughout tho country 
of the social, elevating influence. 
In both 


country and town is this visible. For the 
sake of assisting any plant lovers whose 
knowledge is limited, I offer tho few follow- 
ing remarks: It is; necessary that plants, to 
succeed in tho house, and flower freely 
during tho winter, ba ia good health ;moro 
so than if they wore to be grown in the 
greenhouse : as in it they receive a suita- 
ble ntmosphero and temperature for their 
Eovoral requirements, which onlv to a very 
limited degree can bo given tham in tho 
window. 
When 
lifting plants from the 


open ground, to grow in the houso during 
the winter, more success attends the opera- 
tion after a good shower of rain. Tho 
soil is in better condition for adhering to 
the roots, whiuh, by so doing, keeps them 
moist and less liable to be destroyed, than 
when the soil is eo dry as to fall away from 
them. 
Such plants as geraniums, which 


grow vigorously when planted out, should 
have the soft parts of tho shoots out oif, to 
prevent too great a surface of foliage re- 
maining on the plants for tho mutilated 
roots, 
A good many of them being de- 


stroyed , during the operation, lessens the 
supply of moisture, and causes tho plant to 
wilt, tho evaporation of the leaves being 
moro rapid than the dilapidated roots can 
supply. 
After lifting all kinds of plants 


from the ground, keep them cool, and shade 
from the sun for a few days. By this means 
new roots are produced before the stems 
make a start, which should always bo so- 
cured, if possible, especially with roses, and 
plants of a similar nature. 
A window with 


a southern or eastern aspect is tho most 
suitable for growing plants in, as they re- 
quire, during the dull days of winter, all the 
solar rays procurable. When it is necessary 
to re-pot plants, do not give them too large 
a shift. Take tho plant carefully out of the 
pot it is growing in, taking care to destroy 
as few of the roots as possible, then place B 
piece of slate or stone over the hole in the 
bottom of the pot intended for putting it in- 
to, then a little soil, and carefully place in 
the plant, pressing the soil around the pot, 
taking care no empty spaces between them 
and the side of the pot bo left. 
Water well 


after the work is done, aud do so always at 
the surface of the soil. Some folks destroy 
their plant*, by keeping them standing all 
the time in saucers filled with water, and 
supply all the water they give them in this 
manner. 
But the watering at tho surface 


is the superior and more natural way. The 
soil does not so readily sour, thereby de- 
stroying tho rootlets, as is generally the con- 
sequence from keeping them all the time 
standing in water. It is often very difficult, 
during very cold weather, to keep plants 
from freezing in a window, even when a 
gooclfire.is kept, 
llemoving them a few 


feet from the glass, or setting them on the 
floor, greatly assists in keeping them safe. 
If plants should ever get a little frozen, ap- 
ply .over tho foliago and at tho roots tho 
coldest water procurable, then set thorn in 
some dark place, and most plants, if not too 
far gone, with this treatment, will in a few 
days recuperate. Never apply warm water 
to frozen plants, as it will certainly destroy 
them. — [Meriden .Republican.
